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Applicant's primary argument is that the compositions are not set forth to reduce the level of apo-B; however, as cited in the final rejection mailed on 
5/20/03, "Guthrie teaches that flavonoids, including polymethoxyflavones such as nobiletin and tangeretin (p.2, paragraph 0008) inhibit LDL cholesterol 
and apolipoprotein B (apo-B) synthesis, and are thus effective for reducing atherosclerosis, hypercholesterolemia and lowering the risk of cardiovascular 
disease (p.3, paragraph 27). Guthrie further teaches that apolipoprotein B is the principal protein of LDL and that the binding of apo-B to LDL receptors 
results in internalization and degradation of LDL , promoting clearance of LDL from plasma and regulating intracellular cholesterol handling". Given 
that Guthrie teaches that flavonoids and polymethoxyflavones in hibit apo-B synthesis, applicant's arguments are not convincing and the rejection of 
record is maintained. 
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
